Claims 41-55 have been canceled. 



2. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or 
in public use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for 
patent in the United States. 

3. Claims 56-57 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being clearly anticpated by Togawa 

et al Togawa et al discloses a system for processing a substrate comprising all of the subject 
matter set forth in Applicant's claims above. Note polisher with at least one polishing head(75), 
platen(73), load cup(l 1), first motion device(65), and second motion device(63) coupled to the 
load cup(l 1) to move the load cup along two mutually perpendicular axes. 

4. Claims 58-65 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, but would 
be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of the base claim 
and any intervening claims. 

5. Claims 1-40 are allowed. 

6. Applicant's arguments filed March 12, 2004 have been fully considered but they are not 
persuasive. Applicant's new limitation in claims 56-57, of the load cup "being movable between 
at least a first positon not accessible by the polishing head and at least a second position that is 
accessible by the polishing head" is deemed to be met by Togawa et al. It is clear that if the load 
cup is not aligned below the polishing head, it is not possible to have the load cup accessible to 
the polishing head, while correct alignment of the load cup below the polishing head allows 
accessiblilty for transfer of the wafer thereto.
